M. Reynolds both of Chicago, are up- 
permost in the mind of President- 
elect Harding for the secretaryship 
of the treasury. 


Herbert Hoover will be either sec- 


retary of labor or secretay of the in- 
terior with the chances in favor of his 
being asked to take the former. 


Harry M. Daugherty will hare to 


decide the question of who is to' be at- 
torney general for he can have the 
place if he wants it. 


Henry C. Wallace has been asked 


to become secretary of agriculture and 
has accepted. 


Will Hays will be asked to become 


postmaster general. 


The other portfolios—secretary of 


the navy, secretary of war, secretary 
of commerce—are not yet decided up- 
on and if Mr. Hoover is asked to be- 
come secretary of the interior, this 
would upset calculations on the sec- 
retaryship of labor.

Knox's announced position on foreign 
affairs is such that it would be embar- 
rassing to Mr. Knox to reverse him- 
self or trim his views to suit the 
Harding policy. Moreover Mr. Hard- 
ing doesn't want to antagonize any 
groups in the party by selecting one 
•who has been so completely identified 
With the "irreconcilable" group in the 
senate. The

course from a political viewpoint has 
been urged upon Mr. Harding though 
at first he was inclined to pay no at- 
tention to It at all. 


To select a cabinet that would meet 


the expectations of the country Sena- 
tor Harding has realized that he must 
get a top-liner, a man whose abili- 
ties have been well-advertised and in 
whoso judgment and integrity the 
whole country has confidence.

one manufacturer boldly prints "forty 
per cent alcohol." Another uses only 
15 per cent. 


A hi?h official of the prohibition 


enforcement unit admitted today that 
tho manufacturers of this "medicine" 
recently "put ono over" on the bu- 
reau.

A report to the <5brriere Delia Ser- 
ra hero said D'Annunzio had resign- 
ed his authority and turned his pow- 
ers over to the Fiume council. The 
only indication that he still claimed 
command was that Mayor Gigante. 
beiore concluding truce agreements, 
asked for time to report to Fiume. 


The truce was to end at noon to- 


day.

view of the eagerness of 


cuy officials to parley, it was thought 
Fiume will yield. 
' Cessation of hostilities wae greeted 
with

joy all through Italy 


•where nationalists had begun to ar-

demonstrations

against the shooting of the Flume leg- 
ionnaires, men of their own blood. 


Report 50 Killed 


Casualties in the two days of fight- 


ing, a* reported here, were not high 
considering the big advance made by 
the regulars. A total of fifty dead on 
both sides with possibly 200 wounded 
comprised the casualty list. Reports 
that 400 had been killed were not 
credited 
here where official state- 


ments held the list down. 


Today's truce resulted from a con- 


ference between Mayor Gigante -tad 
Col 7'errarl, chief of staff ot General 
Oavigla. Gigante first made the de- 
mand that regular forces be with- 
drawn to their original positions. He 
then agreed practically to the govern- 
ment's original demands that Dalma- 
tian Islands seized by D'Annunzio be 
returned to the government, together 
with shipping seized by the Fiume 
tegionpaires. 
Ferrari's demand that the treaty 


be recognized 
before a permanent 


peace was considered, was reported 
to Fiume authorities with the expec- 
tation that a decision would be reach- 
ed today. The procedure today indi- 
cated D'Annunzio himself was weak- 
ening in the face of the stubborn ad- 
vance and perfect discipline of the 
regular 
forces. 
The 
legionnaires, 


withdrawing rapidly before the ad- 
vance fought almost exclusively with 
hand 
grenades and machine guns. 


Stationed on the flat tops of stone and 
brick buildings the legionnaires hurl- 
ed their bombs at the regulars or 
sprayed the advancing pardon with 
machine gun firp.

TWIN 3ANDITS HOLD UP 
MAIL TRAIN; ONE DIES

Kankakee, III.—Working in their 
sUher's little automobile shop in the 
/illage of Greenville, near here, was 
in uneventful existence for Jacob and 
loseph Scott. 


The two youths, twins, twenty four 


years of age, decided to add spice to 
the num-drum life by holding up the 
crack No. S Mew Orleans-Chicago train 
on the Illinois Central. 


As a result of their venture, Jacob 


was dead today from the bullet of a 
railroad detective's gun and Joseph 
was in jail here. 


Their father and mother in Green- 


ville wero heart broken. 


The boys boarded the flyer In true 


wild west fashion. James Rowe, a flag- 
man, was the first to learn of the 
holdup. He was climbing aboard the 
rear car as the train was getting a 
start over the ice covered rails at Gil- 
man, Ills., when he felt three revol- 
vers sticking against his ribs. 


"Say you flaggie," the two-gun ban 


dlt said, "wa are going to stick up this 
rattler. Toss your old lantern as us 
ual and then climb aboard." 


As the trio swung aboard the train, 


the two-gun bandit scolded his broth- 
er for forgetting bis other "sat" The 
lad explained that he had left it home. 


With handkerchiefs over their fac- 


es, they dashed into the pullman, gave 
the order to "stick 'em up" and a 
score of startled, passengers obeyed. 


"We're tough eggs and we mean 


business." the two-gun bandit said. 


"If anyone makes a. phoney move, 


they are gone." 


His voice trembled as he spofee. The 


passengers said they were aware the 
boys were novices at 
the holdup 


game, but they were not taking any 
chances on moving. The 
one-gun 


bandit swung his sun around in a cir- 
cle wildly. 


The brakeman was directed to take 


the hat of Miss Margery Fawcett, a 
Y. W. C. A. secretary, and pass it 
down the car. All were instructed to 
drop in their valuables. About $2,000 
in cash and jewelry was collected, i 


The boys were captured 
a few 


hours later at Aroma park station near 
Kankakee. Jacob made a. dash to es- 
cape from the officers 
and locked 


himself in a washroom. Ordered to 
come out, he started shooting through 
the panels of the door. After he had 
emptied his revolver, Special Agent 
John O'Neill returned the fire through 
the door and when it was broken 
down the bandit was found mortally 
wounded. 


Both boys were dressed in height 


of fashion. They looked like fashion 
plates, the passengers on the train 
said. 


"I can't believe my boys did it," 


said Mrs. Scott to the United Press 
today. 


"They were always such good boys. 


I cannot understand why they would

quested by government departments 


The appropriations in the bill are 


to provide for a largo number of mis- 
cellaneous government activities dur- 
ing- tha fiscal year beginning next 
July. 


There is included Jn the bm an ap- 


propriation of $233,000,000 for death 
or disability compensation, hospital 
treatment and vocational rehabilita- 
tion for world war veterans.

from

amount recommended In the accom- 
panying bill," Chairman Good, of the 
appropriations 
committee, 
stated. 


"leaves $160,611.292 41 for all other 
purposes, as compared with $126,922,- 
750 79, the amount carried by the 
sundry civil act for the fiscal year 
1016." 


Tho principal Increase in the pro- 


posed appropriations over those of 
thp current fiscal year is one of $11,- 
S03.000 for the reclamation service.

Rural mail carriers arc able to make 


much faster progress since the county 
started plowing out the main high 
ways. It is not possible to use auto 
mobiles because of the condition of the 
side roads, but the carriers appreciate 
remox-al of deep drifts. 


The majority of rural patrons co- 


operate with the carriers to save time 
and annoyance, but some neglect to 
shovel away the snow from in front 
of their mail boxes.

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REVISION OF THE TARIFF 


Oungress is now engaged in considera- 


tion of the first item on the legislative 
program for the country's economic read- 
.lustjnent. Revision of the tariff is regard- 
ed by the new administration as of prima- 
ry importance in relation to the question 
uf revenue and to the protection of agri- 
cull ure and industry. Any attempt to dis- 
turb existing duties is invariably the cause 
of excited controversy in congress. No 
matter whether we undertake to revise the 
lariff upward or downward, there are in- 
terests opposed to action either wav. The 
j>resent tariff is the lowest the country has 
licid in many years, and was placed on the 
statin e books by a Democratic administra- 
tion following widespread discontent with 
the Payne-Aldrich act. 


The tendency of the liepublicans will 


lie to go to the other extreme. 'This is 
particularly true because of the fact that 
the chairman of the ways and means com- 
nnittee of the house where the present bill 
originated, Rep. Joseph W. Pordney, is 
Ihe highest of the high protectionists. The 
blue sky is the limit to which the Michigan 
congressman would go in giving protec- 
tion 1o American industry. 


The Democrats will of course oppose 


practically any tariff bill the Republicans 
may devise. It is an old bone of conten- 
tion between the two parties on which it is 
•useless to expect agreement. However, 
many Democrats have modified their ori- 
ginal free trade theories, and are now mo- 
derate protectionists, while on the other 
hand, many Republicans have forsaken 
the doctrine of high protection, and are in 
favor of keeping the tariff wall down to 
reasonable proportions. 
The progressive 


elements of both parties are more nearly in 
fiecord on this question than they have over 
l>cen before. 


It is obvious that to servo tke interests 


of the United States in the highest degree 
we should "have a tariff that yields a pro- 
per mixture of both protection and rev- 
tinue. We cannot any more adopt a policy 
pf commercial isolation as against Europe 
1han we ean lay down the bars to the un- 
restricted entrance of foreign goods. If 
Europe is to continue to buy from Ameri- 
ca, Europe must bo able to pay in a large 
measure with her own commodities. Eu- 
rope cannot pay in cash nor wholly in 
credit. She must find a markcl for her pro- 
duction if her buying power is to be sus- 
tained, 
and' naturally she looks to the 


United States as an outlet for much of her 
surplus. 


Tt should ue the policy of tho United 


States to admit this surplus on terms of 
fair competition with American products. 
We should not give European goods any 
advantage, but we should, give at least 
some reasonable opportunity to compete 
with our own. We should particularly en- 
courage the importation of commodities 
which are not to any extent in competi- 
tion with American commodities. Only bv 
«ueh a policy can we obtain the maximum 
results in revenue, 


A new tariff should, therefore, be n com- 
I 


oination of such protection as will prevent 
the United States from being made a 
dumping ground for cheap labor products 
of Europe, and as will produce tho largest 
amount of revenue consistent with this 
protection. In other words, it should bo a 
reasonable measure calculated to facili- 
tate trade between the United State* and ! 


foreign eonntriei to their mutual advan- 
tage, and not to the one-sided advantage 
Cf American producer* at the expense of 
the country as a whole. The people do not 
expect extreme reaction, all they expect 
is sensible and legitimate protection of 
American industry under present condi- 
tions, coupled with a sound rerenne poli- 
cy. A tarifl. law of this kind wffl go a 
great way toward stabilising American 
businfuw. and hastening n r^htrrt to one 
hundred jwr 


THE MARION CONFERENCES 


Results from tho conferences with tho 


"best minds'"' at Mariou will be reflected 
primarily in the formation of Mr. Har- 
ding 's cabinet. From these selections we 
shall obtain a fairly clear idea of the poli- 
cies which broadly will shape the next ad- 
ministration. 
The conferences at Marion 


necessarily imply that the president-elect 
invited them in an open frame of mind. If 
he had any fixed ideas about foreign poli- 
cy- or about domestic problems those who 
came as his guestSj must havo understood 
that their advice was sought in a spirit of 
willingness to modify or change his ideas 
as wise counsel might recommend. 


What impressions have been left upon 


the president-elect's mind by its contact 
with the intellectual leaders of our public 
life is not revealed, but is safe to assume 
that Mr. Harding does not entertain exact- 
ly the same opinions about national policy 
he held prior to tie conferences. Any other 
conclusion would be uncomplimentary to 
the statesmen who have journeyed to the 
little Ohio town to give the incoming presi- 
dent the benefit of their wide experiences, 
and it would also be incompatible with Mr. 
Harding's announced purpose to direct his 
administration very largely from cabinet 
collaboration. 


Now that the most important of the con- 


ferences have been held, pressure is being 
brought to bear upon Mr. Harding for the 
appointment of a cabinet sympathetic to 
the various elements which make up the 
Republican party. This is most marked in 
the selection of a secretary of state. While 
indications point to Mr. Hughes as the 
next secretary of state, it is not definitely 
settled. This choice would be satisfactory 
to the friends of the League of Nations 
and supporters of the peace treaty. It 
would be most unsatisfactory to the bitter- 
enders, for Mr. Hughes has favored from 
the beginning ratification of the treaty 
and the League covenant with reserva- 
tions. 


It is a peculiar fad, but of large signifi- 


cance, that Senator Knox, the preference 
of the irreconcilables for secretary of 
state, is no longer mentioned for the post» 
nor has he appeared at Marion, although 
immediately following the election he was 
perhaps the most conspicuous figure asso- 
ciated with this appointment. He is con- 
sidered out of the running. It was gen- 
erally accepted. last fall that Senator 
Knox's views on the questions of peace 
more nearly accorded with Mr. Harding'a 
than any other of the big party leaders. 
It is now reported that Hughes' opinions 
more nearly approximate his own, which is 
merely another way of saying that they 
tend toward the position of Root and Taft, 


While political conclusions always are 


risky, the surface indications seem to jus- 
tify the belief that Mr. Harding's position 
on the peace treaty and League of Na- 
tions has undergone material alteration. 
This is neither inconsistent nor illogical. 
The president-elect has asked for advice 
and he has received ft. It is to his credit 
if he has approached these issues from an 
unprejudiced standpoint and has been con- 
vinced that the powerful arguments which 
proponents of the League have always felt 
compelling are sound. Only great minds 
are subject to change, and advancement 
of the world is a transforming process that 
is never at rest. Mr. Harding probably 
thinks differently upon the problems of 
peace, both domestic and international 
than he did a few months ago. It is earn- 
estly to be hoped he does, and that as he 
comes nearer to facing decisions upon 
them he will hold close to those great in- 
tellects of his party whose judgment and 
vision command the country's confidence.

MANAGEMENT OF CATARACT 


Elderly persons developing cataract may haws tart 


most of their keenness of perception for objects at 


j a little distance from the eyes long before they them- 
selves become aware of the fact They notice rath- 
er an increasing difficulty in reading. They cannot 
find glasses which give clear vision of ordinary 
print, and if they read considerably In spite of the 
poor sight, they are likely to suffer with headaches, 
watery eyss and other manifestation* of eyestrain. 
In some Instances, a lamp or other bright object ap- 
•>ears double or triple. 
Rather characteristic of 


cataract is the capacity to see better in a diminished 
light than in a bright light and dazzling of the eyes 
by sunlight. 


When a diagnosis of cataract (which can be posi- 


tively arrived at only by examination of the interior 
of the eye by^the ophthalmoscope) is made in the 
early or incomplete stage the oculist should care- 
fully correct the defect of sight as nearly as possible 
with glasses, and tho» family physician should look 
after the general conditions which have consider- 
able to do with the outcome. Usually it fa advisable 
to restrict the hours of close work or reading, and 
to insist upon frequent eye rests—Interruptions of 
all near use of the eyes for half an hour. The state 
of the skin and kidneys must be kept active and the 
patient must have sufficient outdoor air. 
Nothing 


retards or opposes the increase of cataract more 
than tho wholesome, health-conserving habit of a 
daily constitutional. If bright sunshine dazzles the 
eyes, smoked glasses may be worn. It must be re- 
membered that many persons with cataract attain 
ripe old age without ever suffering insuperable im- 
pairment of vision, and although no one ha* found 
a method of treatment which wul cure or absorb 
cataract, internal medication to fit the individual 
requirements and eye lotions in certain cases do 
help to prevent further loss of vision and apparently 
to bring about considerable improvement in some 
cases. I refer to no particular remedies; It is for 
the oculist and physician to select whatever reme- 
dies the conditions may call for. 


Operation is the only known cure for cataract. 
Persons with cataract should report to tho oculist 


regularly twice a year for eye examination. Fre 
quent change of glasses is required in most cases. 


Operation is performed, usually, under local an- 


esthesia and is practically painless. It lasts but a 
few minutes, though the patient is kept under after- 
treatment for several weeks untn healing is com- 
plete. In about half the cases a slight secondary 
-iperation is necessary tn order to bring about the 
clearest possible vision. Of course a focusing ap- 
paratus (glasses) equal in focusing power with the 
degenerated lena removed must be worn by the pa- 
tient for good vision. The operation is a success, 
restoring very useful vision in most cases. Now and 
then, even In the most skillful hands, inflammation 
follows, and the operation proves a failure.

Washington, D. C.—That congresfi 


is an old model machine In bad repair, 
and must be rebuilt end equipped with 
a new starter, is an opinion which is 
now being heard from authoritative 
sourcee. And the case against the con- 
gressional system seems to be a good 
one. 


One of its minor flaws is exhibited 


right now In the fact that, after elect- 
ing a new administration, we must 
wait four months or so before it can 
go into action against tho many dit- 
licult problems that confront it. The 
old administration is naturally going 
to mark time, as outgoing administra- 
tions always do. Little matters like 
taxation, Haiti and Mexicojit will leave 
to embarrass its successors of the 
other party. 


But that is only one of a number of 


ways in which congress, as a machine, 
works poorly- because of the way it is 
designed. It seems to have been, in- 
tended to work much as the British 
parliamentary system does, but to 
havo failed. At least, that is the opin- 
ion of Woodrow Wilson, whose book 
on constitutional government in the 
United States was a standard long be- 
fore he was president, and still re- 
mains 30. 


"The president of the United States 


was intended.—to be a. reformed and 
standardized king," he says, "and con- 
gress was meant to be a reformed and 
properly regulated parliament." 


But the framers of the constitution 


did their work none too well in the 
first place, and time has changed it a 
good deal. Today the congress of the 
United States Is remarkable chiefly 
for its unwieldinesa and irresponsibil- 
ity. 


How They Pass the Buck. 


The chief fault of it, the critics seem 


to agree, lies in the fact that the men 
who design tho laws have little to do 
with enforcing them, and those who 
have to enforce them have little to say 
in framing them. In other words, the 
thing works out as an elaborate sys- 
tem for the passing of the buck. 
''' This can best be understood by com- 
paring our congressional system with 
the British parliamentary system, of 
which it seems to be a poor imitation. 
In each there is a chief executive and 
a legislative body with two branches.

Whether such a patient 
may take even the simplest exercise, such as sit- 
ting up out of bed or walking across the floor, or 
much more exercise. Is of course a question which 
no one but the attending physician can intelligently 
answer. There Is usually a stage in every case of 
heart disease when absolute rest in bed is requisite, 
the same as fa every case of Inng tuberculosis; then 
there is usually a subsequent stage when intelligent- j 
"y graded exercises are advisable and do much good. 


There-the similarity ends. In England 
the chief, executive is the prime min- 
ister who Is appointed by tha crown, 
in theory at least. He forms a cabinet 
from the members of his own party in 
parliament. These men are the heads 
of the executive branches of the gov- 
ernment, just as our cabinet members 
are, but they also retain their seats in 
parliament and are made there to de- 
fend their measures and motives. 


Furthermore, the cabinet in Eng- 


land originates all important legisla- 
tion. 
If the house of commons re- 


fuses to support its legislative pro- 
gram, then tho cabinet resigns and a 
new prime minister forms a new cabi- 
net. If the parliament, on the other 
hand, supports and passes the legisla- 
tive program offered by the cabinet, 
then it is up to that same cabinet to 
prove that those laws will work. 


Cabinet Officers Protected. 


In our congress the cabinet mem- 


bers not only have no seats in con- 
gress, but they have no originative 
power over legislation—or at least, 
practically none. There are two chict 
results of this so far as the cabinet 
officers are concerned. 
In the first 


place, tho president and his cabinet are 
called upon to execute whatever laws 
congress chooses to pass: there is no 
certainty of harmony between them. 
In the second place the cabinet officers 


are not subjected to effective criticism. 
Almost anyone can think of a few cab- 
inet officers who would have had a 
hard tune holding their jobs If they 
had been forced to defend the admin- 
is tratlons of their departments on the 
floor of the house. 


The results of the system, ao far as 


congress is concerned, are essentially 
the same la that they also make for 
irresponsibility. The real originative 
source of our laws is in the committee 
of the house. There are a great man 
of these committees. Bills introduce 
are referred to them. They report onl 
what bills they choose to report, an 
usually these are bills drawn up b 
tr°i committee itself and bearing th 
name of the chairman. These bills ar 
debated and fought over on the floo 
of the house, it is true, but the size o 
the house, the number who wish to b 
heard, and tho immense amount o 
business to be transacted, make this 
debate perfunctory and inadequate. In 
the senate the bills get a great deal 
more real deliberative consideration 
But differences between the house am 
the senate must be compromised in 
the conference committee, usually in 
great haste at the end of a session. 


The result of all this is that th 


typical American federal law is a chili 
of obscure origin. Many hands hav 
a share in its upbringing, and it is 
inally turned over for enforcement, to 
:he cabinet officer who stands often in 
Jie position of a somewhat reluctan 
and critical stepfather. 
If the chili 


does well, everyone claims credit, and 
if it seems unpopular and ugly, every 
one blames somebody else. 


A System of Petty Barter. 


Furthermore, consider the way in 


which our legislative programs are 
drawn up. These programs ought to 
be unified, and they .ought to be the 
work of the best brains in the party 
As a matter of fact they are not uni 
fied at all, being the work of a great 
many separate committees (forking un 
der no unified control except the very 
loose one of the party caucus. 
Anc 


there are so many committees thai 
each congressman is a member of at 
least two. 
And committee member- 


ships are awarded far more in accord- 
ance with seniority than with any 
standard of fitness. 


Furthermore, these committeemen 


represent primarily their own con- 
stituencies, instead of the nation at 
large, as do members of the cabinet in 
England. The chairman of the com- 
mittee on rivers and harbors is near- 
ly always a man from a constituency 
where river and harbor improvements 
are much needed, or at least the money 
they will bring into the country is 
much needed. Naturally the chairman 
of the committee on rivers and harbors 
will favor very liberal appropriations 
in that Hue, 
Yon might think he 


would be opposed on the floor by a 
member from Utah who to not in tho 
least interested in river and harbor 
improvement, there being none of 
either in his state. But he la chair- 
man of the committee on public lands 
and wants large appropriations for 
reclamation projects in the desert. So 
10 agrees to vote for tho Improvement 
of Mud creek, and the member from 
Florida agrees to vote for the building 
of a dam across Dry Wash, and every- 
body Is happy—except the tar payer. 


In a word, our congressional sys- 


tem not only fails to hold men proper- 
ly accountable, but it insures that our 
legislative prpograms shall lack unity 
and ahall bo formed by barter and 
compromise between local interests 
rather than by a consciousness of tho 
needs of tho nation as a whole.
